Allege a 


Resolutions 
Reckless Disregard 
for the Truth. 


Tampa, Fla., November 29.—Charg- 
ine that the statements of President 
Samuel Gompers, of the Federation of 
Labor, at St. Louis Friday, marked the 
culmination of a campaign of slander 
and misrepresentation of the treat- 
ment of strikers in Tampa by city, 
county and state officials, a monster 
mass meeting was held here today to 
denounce such statements as false, 
and to invite a thorough investigation 
of the charges made by President 
Gémpers. 

The gathering evidenced the ser!- 
ousness of the situation here as a re- 
sult of the fostering of the ill-feeling 
of the mercurial Latin races against 
the Americans, and men from every 
walk of life, including clergymen, 
were present and indorsed the reso- 
lution, the coneluding paragraph of 
which says: 

“Citizens of Tampa 
nounce the charges 
and his associates 
and slanderous to the good name of 
the city of Tampa and the state of 
Florida, and their authorities, and we 
do hereby charge that the statements 
of Mr. Gompers and his associates 
were made with a reckless disregard 
of truth.” 

In a speech delivered at St. Louis 
a few days ago, Mr. Gompers made the 
statement that it was impossible to 
secure protection for the strikers 
here, either through appeal to the 
governor of Florida or the mayor of

Ohio Car Stops Here En 
Route From NewYork 


to San Francisco. 


The first leg of the 4,200-mile journey 
of the Ohio car good roads party was 
completed yesterday, when the car 
rolled into Atlanta in good shape, cov- 
ering 1,060 miles in doing so. 

In the party is E. L. Ferguson, repre- 
senting the American Automobile As- 
sociation; Guy W. Finney, represent- 
ing the Ohio Motor Car Company, and 
Charles Thacher and Fred D. Clarke, 
drivers. 

The party left New York Tuesday, 
November 22. They reached Philadel- 
phia next night, then went to Balti- 
more, to Washington, to Fredericks- 
burg to Harper's Ferry, to Harrison- 
burg, to Roanoke, to Charlotte, to 
Greenville, leaving the latter city 
Tuesday morning, arriving in Atlanta 
in the afternoon. 

This tour, which will 
mas day in San Francisco, is in the 
interest of the national good roads 
movement, and is for the purpose of 
establishing a southern route from New 
York to San Francisco. At the conclu- 
sion of the trip, the road data collected 
will be distributed free of charge to 
the good roads associations and auto- 
mobilists at the instance of the Amer- 
ican AutOmobile Association. 

The automobilists carry messages to 
Mayor P. H. McCarthy, of San Fran- 
cisco, from Mayors William F. Gaynor 
of New York, Reyburn of Philadelphia 
and Mahool of Baltimore, and from 
President Cuno H. Rudolph, of the Dis- 
trict of Columbia board of county com- 
missioners. 

The party will resume its journey to- 
day, Birmingham being their objective 
point. From there the route leads to 
Tuscumbia, from there to Helena, 
Clarinden, Little Rock, Hot Springs, 
TexarkKana, Paris, Dallas, Fort Worth, 
Waco, E!l Paso, Phoenix, Los Angeles 
and San Francisco. 

They are taking the trip by easy 
stages, and pexect to reach their desti- 
nation by Christmas day. The collect- 
ing of data and the mapping out of 
thes eroutes take up most of the 
tourists’ time, but when completed it 
will be a valuable piece of information 
for tourists.

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GOVERNORS HOLD 
ANNUAL MEETING 


Citizens of Frankfort 
Throw Open City. 


Third Annual Conference of 
Governors Held at Frankfort. 
Business of Meeting Put Be- 
fore Entertainments, ‘and No 
Banquet Was Gotten Up. 


Frankfort, Ky., November 29.—The 
thfrd annual conference of governors, 
the first to be held outside of Wash- 
ington, began a five days’ session here 
today with twenty-four of the execu- 
tives and several first ladies of fhe 
states present. Heads of common- 
wealths from almost the extremes of 
the nation were brought togetherin one 
body to derive benefits from the ex- 
perience of each other. 

For. several days Governor Willison, 
of Kentucky, hag made it plain that 
he would do all in his power to elimi- 
nate politics from the conference, and 
in the preliminary arrangements has 
done it. However, at the first session 
today held in the hall of representa- 
tives of the new state capitol building 
there were two outbursts of political 
enthusiasm. One was when Governor 
Judson Hafmon, of Ohio, entered the 
hall. He was greeted by slight hand- 
clapping, which was accorded no other 
governor. The moment the meeting 
adjourned a man in the gallery called 
for cheers for Governor Harmon. 

With a frown Governor Willson 
raised his hand to the man and stopped 
whatever progress the suggestion 
might have made. 

Letter From President Taft. 

Governor Willson read a letter from 
President Taft regretting his absence, 
in which he said: 

“T have great sympathy with the 
objects of your meeting, which I 
understand to be to secure the general 
national welfare by uniformity of state 
legislation upon subjects having gen- 
eral national interest, which are not, 
by the constitution, entrusted to con- 
gress and the central government. I 
wish for your meeting the most suc- 
cessful issue in substantial results.’’ 

Governor Aram J. Pothier, of Rhode 
Island, responded to the welcoming ad- 
dress of Governor Willson and Mayor 
Polsgrove, of Frankfort, after which 
the visiting party and severa) promi- 
nent Kentuckians were entertained at 
luncheon in a private home. At the 
later session Governor-elect Woodrow’ 
Wilson, of New Jersey, delivered an 
address on “The Possibilities of the 
Governors’ Conference.” 

Reception at State House. 

The only chance the public had te 
meet the governors was at a recéep- 
tion held at the new state house this 
afternoon, where many hundred grasp- 
ed the handg of the leaders of the 
states. Tonight Governor and Mrs. 
Willson gave a reception at the gov- 
rrior’s mansion. Tomorrow morning 
a specia} train will carry the governors 
to Louisville, where sessions will be 
held until Saturday.

DREADNAUGHTS ORDERED 
TO SOUTHERN WATERS 


Great Battleships Will Be Seen 
by Mississippi River 
States. 


November 29.—People 
of the southern states bordering the 
Gulf of Mexico and the Mississippi 
river, having displayed a jealoug in- 
terest in the United States navy, and 
-laiming that a visitation of the great 
dreadnatghts of the sea was due them, 
Secretary Meyer has outlined a tenta- 
tive itinerary for the third division of 
the Atlantic fleet next May and June. 
This division consists of four first- 
class battleships—-the Minnesota. flag- 
ship of Rear Admiral Murdock; the 
Vermont, Idaho and Mississippi. The 
division will arrive at Pensacola on 
May 7. 

The Idaho will make a trip up the 
Mississippi river as far as Natchez, and 
possibly further, if the condition of the 
river at that time renders it advisable. 
According to the present arrangement, 
the Idaho will arrive at New Orleans 
on May 10 and leave on the 415th, 
reaching Donaldsonville, La., on the 
same day. It will leave the latter port 
on May 16 for Plaquemine, La., where 
it will be stationed from May 16 to 17. 

Baton Rouge will be visited from 
May 15 to 20, Bayou Sara, La., on the 
20th, and Natchez, Miss... on May 22, 
departing three days iater. 

The Minnesota, Vermont and Missis- 
sippi will operate in the vicinity of 
Pensacola and Key West for drills 
and exercises until June 1, when they 
will be joined by the Idaho from New 
Orleans. 

During June the division will have 
divisional maneuvers and exercises, re- 
turning north to the Atlantic fleet ren- 
dezvous about July 1.

New York, November °39.—-New 
York's board of education is alarmed 
over-the increasing marriages of Ital- 
ian of giris of 16 or under who become 
wives with their parents’ consent in 
order to avoid the compulsory educa- 
tion law. Edward B. Shallow, who is 
in charge of tne department of com- 
pulsory education, said tonight that 
fifteen girls all under 16, and several 
under 14 years, had married and left 
school within the last three months. 
While being a wife does not necessa- 
rily exempt them from school attend- 
ance, the board finds it difficult to 
handle such cases. It is probable that 
the board will hold a meeting’ in the 
near future to discuss the situation.

Attorney General May 


Proceed Against Them. 


Attorney General Hewlette A. Hall, 
in response to numerous appeals made 
by citizens and property owners of 
north Georgia, has undertaken an in- 
vestigation of the alleged damage 
caused by the Tennessee Coopper Com- 
pany’s smelters and others with the 
view of closing up the works if he finds 
that conditions are unsatisfactory. 

The copper companies, under a de- 
cision of the supreme court of the 
United States, have been ordered to 
abate the nuisance complained of or to 
ZO out of business. 

Former Attorney Genera! John C. 
Hart was authorized to appeal to the 
supreme court at any time for a final 
verdict on behalf of the state of Geor- 
gia closing the plants. He was per- 
suaded, however, that the companies 
were making every effort possible to 
abate the nuisance and had spent hun- 
dreds of thousands of dollars to that 
end, and he agreed to allow an ex- 
tension of time. 

Say It Is Fixed for Inspectors. 

It is charged by citizens living with- 
in the vicinity of the copper plants 
that the company turns a large part of 
its poisonous sulphur fumes into the 
chamber where sulphuric acid is made 
whenever inspectors of the state are 
On the scene, but at other times per- 
mits the fumes to escape into the air. 

Following such complaints Attorney 
General Hall dispatched Dr. C. E. Stall- 
ings, the state chemist, to make an 
inspection and to ascertain the amount 
of damage done during the last crop 
year to agricultural products and veg- 
etation in the vicinity of the plants. 

No statement has been given out as 
yet by elther the attorney general] or 
Dr. Stallings, and none will be until 
Mr. Hall is prepared to announce his 
decision.

Pullman Turned Over. 

Tifton, Ga., November 29.—(Special.) 
The Dixie Flyer through train from

mans and a day coach were derailed, 
one of the Pullmans turning over 
down a 6-foot embankment and an- 
other ploughing its nose into the side 
of a cut.

In dismissing the cases against Wim- 
bish, Judge Broyles said, in reference 
to Wimbish’s charges against Detect- 
ive Wood: 

“T have always held that an officer 
has no right to use his billy except 
in cease of his own self-defense, The 
evidence here shows that Mr. Wood 
lost his temper and acted very unof- 
ficerlike towards the prisoner. It 
was wrong for him to have struck 
Wimbish after Mr. Clarke came up, 
and under the testimony he had no 
right to use his billy on him in the 
station house.

We built 
on the avenue the first trolley car 
line Atlanta ever had and the first 
that was ever operated in Georgia. It 
paid a dividend the first year, which 
shows how much’ travel there is on 
that street. We held the property on 
the street for many years in order to 
protect the people of Inman Park 
against just such nuisances as negro 
beer saloons. 

“For ten years we held this prop- | 
erty, paying interest on the investment) 
as well as the taxes. Three years | 
ago the lots were sold and those who} 
bought them at cheap prices can now 
treble their money. It is wrong for 
these property holders to now be al- 
lowed to engage in a traffic, or rent 
thelr property for the purpose, to make 
profits to the injury of thousands of 
good citizens. Edgewood avenue is 
not a negro street. For a mile out 
there is not a negro owns a lot on 
it and there are only four or five who 
own lots on it at all. These, I believe. 
will sell when they get the price they 
want. 

“To my mind there is no argument | 
that can justify the licensing of negro! 
beer shops on such a street which is, 
essentialiy in every respect like | 
Peachtree, Whitehall and Pryor, 
streets. Decaturand Marietta streets! 
do not lead directly to fine residential | 
property and they have always een | 
dedicated to the liquor traffic. Once 
open the way and it will not be long | 
before Edgewood avenue wil] either be 
a nest of beer saloons and low dives 
or a decent thoroughfare for decent 
Purposes and decent people.

In Able Address Editor Horna.

What New Plan Has Accom- 
plished for Des Moines, Hous- 
ton, Dallal%pd_Galveston. 


Montgomery, Ala. November 29.— 
(Special) —In an address which aroused 
unbounded enthusiasm, J. R. Hornady, 
of Birmingham, associate editor of) 
The Birmingham News, today develop- | 
ed before the All-Aldbama Business | 
Conference the advantages of the com-' 
mission form of municipal government. 

He treated the problem of good gov-| 
ernment, as a cold-blooded business | 
problem. A municipality, said he, in 
its last analysis is a big corporation, | 
in which the citizens and tax payers 
are stockholders. 

The average citizen is much more 
vitally interested in the doings of the 
mayor and council of his home city 
than in either the state or national 
government, he said. 

Having recently completed a tour of 
the country, in which he visited the 
various cities which have adopted the 
commission idea, Mr. Hornady assured 
his hearers that everywhere it had met 
with success. Graft had been eliminat- 
ed: in several promising municipalities 
an overwhelming burden of debt had 
been lifted and the city placed on the 
road to funding its debt advantageous- 
ly. Birmingham has recently adopted 
the commission plan. 

Tax Payers Entitled to Dividends. 

The people who pay their money into 
the city treasury for fire and police 
protection, health protection, schools, 
streets and waterworks, are entitled 
to have that money as judiciously ex- 
pended as i¢ they invested in any other 


corporation. 

In discussing the present erroneous 
attitude of the people in many cities 
toward municipal government, he said: 

“Tf the people of the United States 
invested all their money with the same 
careless disregard for results that 
characterized their investments in mu- 
nicipal government, we would be a na- 
tion of bankrupts. 

“The national attitude is to look 
upon the cash we are forced to dump 
into the municipal treasury asso much 
tribute money, rather than as an in- 
vestment upon which we are entitled 
to a fair return.” 

The campaign of education has 
changed this attitude of mind in many 
communities, he said, and congratu- 
lated the gathering of Alabama busi- 
ness men on giving serious considera- 
tion to the subject. 

Bad Government Retards Growth. 

“Good government is not the least of 
the attractions to be set before the 
prospective investor and home-seeker,’ 
he said, amid applause. He continued: 


“We know that moral coward. is 
largely responsible for bad govern- 
ment. What we have to learn is that 
minimum growth is the penalty. We 
must get hold of the fact that the 
efficiency of the scheme of government 
in operation in a community is inti- 
mately related to its growth. 

“Putting money into a community 
is a cold-blooded business proposition 
with the investor, and it should be a 
cold-blooded business proposition with 
us when we come to invest in the 
municipal government whose efficiency 
or inefficiency is going to attract or 
repel those who must come among us 
if our population is to grow and values 
are to increase. 

“The commission plan of govern- 


ment has solved the problem of effi- 
ciency in scores of progressive Ameri- 
can cities, and its amazing popularity 
is founded upon the fact that it gets 
results. 


What the People Pay For. 
In discussing what the people have 
a right to expect in exchange for their 
tax payments, he said: 


“Goéd streets, adequate fire protec- 
tion, efficient schools, wise provisions 
for the protection of the public health, 
minimum taxes and the prompt and 
efficient discharge of public duties are 
some of the things the people pay for, 
and community growth is going to be 
retarded or accelerated as they receive 
or are denied these things. 

“The lands in your community may 
be as rich as those in the Valley of 
the Nile and your hills may be burst- 
ing with coal and iron and marble. 
but you will find it difficult to induce 
men to locate among you or invest 
their money if your streets are full of 
holes. your schoolhouses are antiquat- 
ed, your public debt is excessive and 
your tax rate is unreasonably high. 

“Yet, the lowest tax rate does not 
always prove the highest bid for new 
enterprises. There is an ever-growing 
disposition upon the,part of investors 
to ask what they get for the money 
and to be guided by the size of the

Municipality Closest to Peeple. 

Insisting that the average citizen is 
in more immediate vital contact with 
his city government than @vith that of 
state or nation, he said: 


“In its importance to the individual, 
municipal government overshadows 
that of the state and nation as the 
man overshadows the child. It has to 
do with questions and issues that pro- 
ject themselves not only into the place 
of business, but into that holy of holles 
we cal! the home. 

“It is to our municipal government 
that we look for protection from the 
burglar and the assassin: from dis- 
ease and the ravages of fire. It is 
upon it that we depend for the educa- 
tion of our ¢hildren, and it is to it 
that we look for the streets, the sew- 
ers and the other public improvements 
that add to our comfort and conveni- 
ence, and make or unmake values as 
they relate to property and enterprises 
in which our money is invested. Far 
more vital are these issues than the 
open door in the Far East or the atti- 
tude of our nation toward Nicaragua.” 


He spoke of the opposition the com- 
mission plan of government had en- 
countered from professional politicians 
and those who had a personal interest 
in retaining the old form style, and 
said it was not unnatural that a move- 
ment so revolutionary should have en- 
countered opposition, but that the 
greatest tribute to the worth of the 
movement was the progress made, 
despite the opposition of selfish inter- 
ests. 

Answering the charge that the new 
system is “undemocratic,” he said that 
not only did it possess all the ad- 
vantages of the aldermanic plan, but 
reserved to the people additional priv- 
ileges, which he discussed as follows: 


“In addition to giving you all that 
the aldermanic plan affords. the com- 
mission plan, in its highest state of 
development, gives you the right to 
legislate, to repeal, to veto and to dis- 
charge. In brief, it restores to the 
people all the rights they have been 
led to surrender under the theory that 
they are too busy to attend to their 
own affairs. 

“The initiative, the referendum and 
the recall—these are the salient feat- 
ures of the commission plan. Through 
the initiative the people have the right 
to adopt any ordinance which seems 
wise to them. Through the referendum 
they have the right to reject any ordi- 
Nance passed by the commissioners 
when its wisdom or expediency is not 
clear. Through the recall they are 
vested with authority to discharge 
public servants who prove unworthy of 
public trust. 

“I submit to you that 
ter of pure democracy there can be 
no comparison between tlie two sys- 
tems. Under one, the servants are su- 
preme; under the other the people are 
supreme. 

“Thus, to my mind, the gravest in- 
dictment brought against the coms 
mission system proves one of the best 
arguments in its favor when the sub- 
ject is analyzed. 

“Where the people elect all of their 
officials, occupants of subordinate po- 
sitions are responsible only to the peo- 
ple, and this fact accounts in a meas- 
ure for the failure of the ancient sys- 
tem. The commissioners have the au- 
thority to enforce their orders. and 
thus insubordination and friction dis- 
appear. The administration becomes a 
business machine, the sole purpose of 
which is to get results for the stock- 
holders in the municipal corporation. 

“Again, it is not difficult for the 
people to locate trouble if it arises. 
The committee, that scape-goat of the 
auldermanic system—is conspicuous by 
absence. Each commissioner is 


in the mat- 


department, and if he goes wrong he 
cannot evade exposure or the penalty 
of conviction if the people are disposed 
to impose it.”’ 


In conclusion, he showed how the 
new system had restored Galveston, 
Texas, put bankrupt Houston on its 
feet financially, created a sinking fund 
for Dallas and wiped out its municipal 
deficit; did the same for Des Moines, 
Iowa, and revived a building boom as 
though by magic, making it a “City 
of Certainties,” and giving it a mu- 
nicipal government that is an asset in- 
stead of a liability. In conclusion, he 
said: 

“Our duty is to keep the fires of 
civic pride burning, and if we do this 
it will not be difficult to smoke out 
the incompetents or to maintain a sys- 
tem of government that will shine in 
no uncertain manner among the assets 
of the community.”
